Though this movement received iis; 
present momentum from the revela- 
tions of the European war, the un- 
derwriting of peace was nevertheless 
begun about fourteen years ago when 
“The Society to Insure the United 
States against the Possibility of Being 
Invaded” was formed. This society 
is now the powerful Navy League, the 
foeres of the nine organizations zeal- 
| ously laboring to repair the weak- 
| nesses of the United States, which are 
| the result of years of neglect and in- 
difference. 

The Navy League makes the public 
acquainted with the necessities of the 
nation in maritime matters, and en- 
deavors to have Congress listen to the 
recommendations of the  Generai 
Board of the Navy and the General 
staff of the Army, the Government’s 
own experts who are trained to know 
what the nation needs for its defense 

It is hard to arouse the interest 
of men and women who never saw a 
battleship, and who may never’ see 
one, to know that their continued 
peace and prosperity is in large mea- 
sure dependent upon the nation main- 
taining a fleet on a par with other 
great nations, consequently an im- 
portant part of the League’s work is 
the education of citizens living far 
inland, Contrary to popular belief 


|men of the Navy are very much in the 


minority in the Navy League, while 
patriotic business men are in the ma- 
jority. Last July a Women’s Section 
of the League was formed with a mem 
bership of 8,000 and the Section wil! 
probably have 100,000 members by the

VOTING HEAVY 
IN BOSTON 


(By United Press) 

Boston, Nov. 2—In many Boston 
precincts more than 50 per cent. of 
the registered vote had been cast at 
19 o'clock, it declared. The 
polls opened at six o'clock. If the 
city keeps up at the present rate poli- 
tical leaders estimate 80 per cent. of 
the total Boston vote of 
approximately 113,900 will be cast.

Roast Turkey.—Clean and stuff tur- 
key with soft bread or cracker crumbs 
highly seasoned with sage, thyme, 
salt and pepper. Moisten the stuffing 
with half a cupful of melted butter 
and hot water enough to make it quite 
moist. Add a beaten egg, a dozen oys- 
ters and half a cupful of chopped cel- 
ery. Put the turkey on a rack in a 
pan, rub well with butter and dredge 
Put in a 
hot oven, and when the flour is brown- 
ed reduce the heat and add a pint of 
water. Baste with butter until nicely 
browned, then with the fat in the pan. 
Baste often and dredge with salt and 
flour after every basting. Allow three 
hours for an eight pound turkey. Cook 
till the legs will separate from the 
body. Prepare the gravy and garnish 
the turkey with parsley or celery 
leaves. 

Fish Souffle. —Any good fresh fisb 
which has white meat makes a good 
souffle. Trout are very nice and easy 
to prepare, as they have no scales. 
Dress one which weighs about two 
pounds without the head, wrap in a 
cloth and cook in boiling salted water 
twenty minutes. When done take out 
and set away to cool; then pick the 
fish into flakes with a fork, rejecting 
the skin, and be careful not to get 
any bones in. Put half a pint of milk) 
in a double kettle, add half a cupful of | 
fine breadcrumbs without any crust, 
mix together two tablespoonfuls, of| 
butter and one and a half of flour until 
smooth, stir into the milk, stirring con- 
Take 
it off the fire, season with a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and a little pepper if you 
wish, then stir in the fish and ‘the 
well beaten yolks of three eggs, butter 
shells and set them into the dripping 
pan, fill them with the mixture and 
bake in a quick oven twenty-five min- 
utes. Serve in the shells. 

Parisienne Potatoes.—Peel and boil 
ten large potatoes fifteen minutes, take 
out with a vegetable scoop and cool, cut 
out tiny balls which are perfectly 
round, fry in a wire basket in a kettle 
of very hot fat, drain on a piece of 
cheesecloth thrown over a colander. 

Fruit Cake.—Two cupfuls of sugar, 
one cupful of butter, one pint of bread 
dough when first kneaded, two eggs, 
one teaspoonful of soda wet with hot 
water, one cupful of chopped raisins 
after they are seeded, one-fourth nut- 
meg grated, two teaspoonfuls of cinna- 
mon, half teaspoonful of ground cloves, 
flour enough to make it of the con- 
sistency of fruit cake; let it rise, after 
being put in a greased tin, before bak- 
ing. This cake ard all which are made 
of yeast are better after they are a 
week old. 

Doughnuts.—Scald one pint of milk 
and add two heaping tablespoonfuls of 
butter, set in a pan of water to cool. 
When nearly cold add half a cupful of 
sugar, half a cupful of soft yeast and 
sifted flour enough to make a batter, 
beat three minutes and cover, set in a 
Wirm room until morning. The first 
thing beut three eggs with egg beater 
and add to the batter, with flour 
enough to make a soft dough, not as 
stiff as bread dough; mix in a little cin- 
nimon, knead a little and cover until 
light, then tuke part at a time and roll 
out on molding board; cut with tin 
cutter, then with a very small cutter 
take out the center; lay a large cloth on 
the board and place the cakes on it, 
cover and Jet them rise twenty min- 
utes.

| fully, watching them, turn with a fork;

over. When turning them put the fork

Crecodile’s Nest.

MODERN WIRE ROPE. 


Mathematical Precision Rules Every 
Process in Its Making. 
Although wire rope has been used 49 
a mechanical appliance for almost 5.40 
years, it is commonly regarded as & 
modern invention. During the many 
years which have elapsed since the 
first records of its use wire rope has 
passed from a crude to a highly cevel 
oped product, and the purposes tot 
which it is employed have increased & 
thousandfold. In no other branch of 
the American steel industry Is there so 
great a demand for material of proved 
integrity, for it might be safely suz- 
gested that wire rope is born to be 
abused. It is subjected to tremendous 
tensile strains; it must withstand con- 
stant bendings, abrasion, corrosion and 
the peculiar internal stress produced by 

vibration. 

Wire rope as it is made today is the 
product of the metallurgist and the me 
chanie. Every process, from the smelt 
ing of the ores, the cold @rawing of the 
Wire and the heat treatments it re 
celves down to the stranding or luying 
up of the cable, is conducted witB 
mathematical precision. 

The chemist sees that only steei of 
the proper analysis ts used; the electric 
pyrometer insures uniformity of heat; 
treatment in various testing machines 
clearly develops the worth of the prod 
uct before it is allowed to leave the 
mill. Wire rope is used in the mine 
shafts more than a mile in depth. and 
may be found on aeroplanes which saul 
a mile or more above the ground— 
Technical- World.

Sir 
Charles proved by facts which were {D- 
disputable that the great geological 
changes have been produced slowly by 
gradual processes of subsidence and 
elevation and not by earthquakes, vol 
eanic action. etc. Lyell may be sud to 
be the father of scientific geology

The proponents of Plan A, one of 
the four charters recommended by the 
recess committee o!ihe house of rep- 
resentatives and senate for cities dis- 
satisfied with their present form of 
government, took the first step to put 
the question before the voters by filing 
today with City Clerk Crane the peti- 
tions which have beeu circulated dur- 
ing the past two weeks in various 
parts of the city. 

The petitions were filed by A. F. 
Schenkelberger of Goffe street, one of 
the men active in the campaign of edu- 
cation to be undertaken to acquaint 
the voters with what improvements 
they believe will come with a change 
of charter. 

In order for the petition to stand it 
must contain ten per cent of the num- 
ber of votes cast at the last city elec- 
tion, or 555. The regulations govern- 


ing the legality of names on nomina- | 


tion papers holds true with regard to 
the petition and the names must be 
verified by the Board of Registrars 
within five days of the time of filing 
the petition. 

The registrars, providing the peti- 
tion is found to be legal, will forward 
it to the city council and that body, by 
vote, must vote to put the question on 
the ballot at the next state election. 

Several weeks ago when Mr. Schen- 
kelberger, and others of the city, de- 
clared in favor of Plan A many ques- 
tioned the seriousness of their pur- 
pose. Today’s step however bans 
further doubt and presents a situation 
which will probably be the most wide- 
ly discussed municipal topic 
Quincy voted to become a city. 

Plan A contains one feature at least 
which is already popular, one being 
the extension of the term of’ mayor 
from one to two years. it also pro- 
vides for a smaller council of nine 
members to make up the legislative 
body to be elected at large. It further 
provides that the shall be 
chairman. of the committee, 
thereby abolishing that office, and 
other features that will cause objec- 
tion.

Training Girls 
to Be 
Homemakers 


How few girls of today have even 
the slightest knowledge of the art of 


homemaking! Most of them are so 
yery busy studying art, music or the 
languages that domestic science re- 
ceives but scanty attention. Yet what 
subject deserves more attention than 
this? On it depends the well being of 
whole families. Why, then, should 
mothers allow their daughters to grow 
up in complete ignorance of cooking, 


sewing and general house Manige- 
ment? A year or so ilier they leave 


school or college they marry and settle 
down in homes of their own without 


any idea as to how bread is baked or a } 


stocking darned. 

Scarcely one girl out of every score 
who marry has studied domestic 
science or has had any experience in 
housekeeping. She attempts the man- 
agement of a home as if it were a 
game whose outcome was of no par- 
ticular importance. Consequently she 
has one failure after another. She 
faces discouragement and despair be 
fore she acquires even the smallest ex- 
perience. 

liow much better it would be if all 
methers would begin training their 
daughters in the different branches of 
domestic science when they are as 
young as thirteen or fourteen! By the 
time they were of a marriageable age 
the girls would have a fairly efficient 
knowledge of homemaking. 

Let ihe wise methers put their heads 
together and see how the domestic 
science lessons can be arranged in such 
a way that they will preve welcome 
and enjoyable to the girls and at the 
same time will not interfere with their 
lessons or exercise. Why not 
form a girls’ club to meet two after- 
noons a week, let us say, once for sew- 
ing, once for cooking, and not to last 
longer than two hours on either after- 
noon? 

Such an idea wotild be sure to appeal 
to young girls. The cooking afternoon 
should fall on the cook's afternoon off, 
so that the girls may take possession 
of the kitchen. Let us say that Mon- 
day is reserved for the sewing and 
Thursday for the cooking. Each week 
it should meet at different homes. The 
mothers of the girls should take turns 
in entertaining or rather in instructing 
the club members, 

Let the girls start with the simple 
things. Show them how to darn stock- 
ings well for the first sewing lesson. 
When they can accomplish this satis- 
factorily teach them how to darn 
linen. Once they have learned how to 
mend, they should be allowed to learn 
the creative side, 
making hems and buttonholes to the 
cutting out and fitting of garments. 

In the Thursday afternoon meeting 
the girls should begin with boiling po- 
tatces, which is not as simple as it 
sounds, and should then progress to 
broiling a steak and chops, working up 
gradually to bread baking and pastry 
making. 

Once or twice a year, preferably dur- 
ing the school vacation period, the 
mother should allow her daughter to 
run the whole house for a week or two. 
In this way she will gain experience. 
The club idea is a particularly prac- 
ticable one, for the girls will enjoy 
meeting together and will learn all the 
quicker for the competition. Some such 
club, which might be named something 
like the “Efficient Housewife club” or 
the “Domestic Science Students,” will 
be of infinite value to the girls in later 
years when they set up housekeeping 
for themselves. 


Winter Foliage. 

Cook has a hanging basket all of her 
own in a sunny window of her kitchen 
which is a pleasure to the calling 
tradesman as well as herself. She took 
a good sized sponge and planted it full 
of rice, oats and a little barley. Then 
she placed it for a week or ten days 
in a shallow dish of water, as much 
as the sponge would absorb, and soon 
tiny green shoots began to appear from 
the sponge. Then she ran a narrow 
ribbon through the sponge and suspend- 
ed it to the top of a sunny window, 
where it now has become a mass of 
fluffy green which will keep all winter, 
When it dries she takes it down and 
immerses it in a bowl of water, letting 
Later on she 


seeds among the others, as they have 
a glossy green leaf which will make a 
pleasing contrast to the other follage. 


Minced Chicken With Cream Sauce. 

Put into a saucepan one tablespoon- 
ful of butter, one gill of stock and two 
tablespoonfuls of stale breadcrumbs 
and stir until boiling. Then add one 
pint of cold chicken chopred fine, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a dash of pepper and 
a teaspoonful of chopped parsley. Re- 
move from the fire and add two well 
beaten eggs; fill into small greased 
molds, stand in hot water and cook in 
the oven for fifteen minutes. Serve 
a cream sauce made from 
rich milk thickened to the consistency 
of cream.

Two Thanksgiving Hints. 

Cold storage turkeys naturally share 
wil the defects of other poultry treated 
in this barbarous fashion. But at most 
times, and especially at Thanksgiving 
and Christmas, it is easier to find dry 
picked turkey free from cold storage 
than chicken. 

For a twelve pound turkey boil until 
tender two pounds of large Italian 
chestnuts. Remove the skin and masb 

| them as you Would potatoes; mix in a 
half cupful of butter, salt and pepper. 
Fill with this the interior of the tur- 
key; sew it and arrange for roasting as 
you would a ¢hicken. It should cook 
about two hours. If it browns too fast 
butter a piece of white paper and cover 
it with it. removing it a little later. 

Escarole.—The leaf of the escarole is 
Rarrower than the lettuce, so much so 
that the rib forms the greater part of 
it. It is, in fact, a coarse kind of chie- 
ory. The green part of it is discarded 
and the white is separated, first in 
two, lengthwise, 2nd cut up in three or 
four pieces. Not being as tender’as the 
lettuce, it needs to be cut finer. It Is

In this connection there is one pre- 
caution that should be taken at once, 
viz. to stop the use of any portion of 
the square as a standing and feeding 
place for horses. In the past this has 
contributed a large share to the con- 
tamination of the street, while at the 
same time making the square wn- 
sightly. Now that so much is being 
done to improve the appearance of 
this important center, immediate 
steps should be taken to put a stop 
io the horse-feeding nuisance. Our 
public square, the most prominen: 
place in the Whole city, ought not ic 
be made a horse stable.

as shrewd bargains as we can. An 
the richer we grow, the more that un- 
pleasant sentiment is likely to grow, 
too.—Advertiser.

STANDARDIZING DOMESTIC 
SERVICE 
(From Taunton Gazette) 

A scheme has been started at Mont- 
clair, N. J., for standardizing domestic 
service, Candidates for positions as 
housemaids will have to pass certain 
tests. Then they will be eligible to 
receive certain fixed rates of wages. 

Tis may relieve wealthy households 
whose smooth routine is often upset 
by the necessity of training untrained 
hands, but it does not promise to 
relieve the more modest homes. It 
will stil] be difficult to find that all- 
bearing drudge, the “girl for general 
housework.” As standards of ser- 
vice advance, standards of pay ad- 
vance. 

It is often remarked that women 
haye made a mess of the domestic 
service problem and have made con- 
ditions s0 onerous and unpleasant 
that few girls care to undertake this 
work. It would be nearer truth to 
say that the wages of women in fac- 
tories and stores have been generally 
advancing and that servants’ pay’ has 
zone up to correspond, 1 

When a girl can enter a factory 
and earn from §.00 to $10.00 a week 
she is slow to go into even a comfort- 
able home at $4.00 and board and 
room. The mistress may figure that 
she .gets board for which she would 
haye to $7.00 to $8.00, so that in the 
ageregate she gets a better return, 
but if the girl lives at home while 
taking a factory or a store job she 
may have to pay but two or three 
dollars a week for her board. This 
would leave her a Jarger sum than 
the housework gir] gets and her Sun- 
days and evenings are free. Hence 
it is that housework has to depend 
largely upon girls who lack the adapt- 
ability to hold office, store or factory 
positions.

For young people of moderate in- 
come and good health it is a sen- 
sible thing to-do. There are many 
appliances that make housework 
easier. The husband should not feel 
it beneath his dignity to help clean 
house or Wipe dishes. The saving is 
substantial and may be the foundation 
of a fortune.

SOUTH STREET LEDGE 

A correspondent writes to ask who 
is responsible for the work now being 
done on South street, between Elm 
and Atherton streets removing an old 
ledge.

FRENCH FASHIONS INVASION 


Generations of women come and 
go, as unregarded as water under 
ihe millwheel, but fashions are of 
perennial interest. If powder and 
rouge and other assistants to Nature 
cost the United States $50,000,000 a 
year—a sum which the public healti 
service says has doubled in ten years 
with an increase of only 25 per cent 
in population—figures fail in an at- 
tempt to estimate the cest of the 
changes in mode which cause the 
discarding of a perfectly good and 
comfortable garment because it 1s 
“out of fashion.” 

There is ef course great wisdom in 
aot helping a then to hatch her own 
sgegs. Nor is it necessary to re- 
mark that the garment that last 
year enfolded the figure as the paint 
wraps a lead pencil now ripples like 
the wake of a steamer, nor that the 
miss who braved the blasts of last 
December clad in a cob-web and a 
corset-cover now wears her coat col 
lar to the tips of her ears, burying 
her chin in a shell of fur. These 
things are patent to all observers. 
The exposure of 1914 was of bare 
chests, that of 1915 is of ankles: 
fashions, they say, always tend to ex- 
tremes. 

Lei no one think that because there 
is war in Europe. American women 
will be compelled to be content with 
sackcloth and ashes. Parisian mo- 
distes will attend to that: they are 
most unwilling to lose their best cus- 
tomers. Though half. of France 
wears black and the little grisettes 
drop tears for missing lovers upon 
the fabrics they handle, the devotee 
of fashion will still have her frip- 
peries. Since the American buyer 
can no longer haunt Paris, Paris will 
come to her. The middle of this 
month there is to he a_ great fashion 
event in New Yerk. A syndicate of 
French couturiers will send a dis- 
play of hats and gowns and “acces- 
sories” valued at $100,000, for exhi- 
bition and sale; the proceeds going 
to the relief of French children or- 
phaned by the war.

SACRIFICE 


Refuses to to Desert the 
Wounded Siberians 
and is Made Pris- 
oner of War 


By William G. Shepherd 

Monaster, Nog. 17—Lady Ralph 
Paget, who was ‘captured by the Bul- 
garians at Uskub, made one of the 
supreme sacrifices of the world war. 
Rather than desert the wounded Ser- 
bians entrusted to her care, she 
spurned an opportunity to escape and 
with practically her entire hospital 
staff voluntarily fell into the hands of 
her country’s enemies. ; 


The story became known here today . 


with the arrival from Nish of Edward 
Stuart, head of the American sanitary 
commission, she left the Serbian cap- 
ital two days before its fall. Stuart 
iold a dramatic story of Sir Ralph 
Paget's attempt to save his wife from 
the Bulgars while the Bulgarian ad- 
vance ‘guard was within a few miles 
of the town. 

“Sir Ralph was at Nish when - he 
learned that Uskub was about to fall” 
said Stuart. “He obtained a big auto- 
mobile stocked it with some provisions 
and made a wild dash over the rough 
roads to Uskub to save Lady Paget, 
who was in charge of a large hospital 
there. His car sped up to the hospi-+ 
tal just three hours before the Bul- 
gcarians actually entered the town. 
The last. of the Serbian soidiers were 
leaving and civilians were fleeing. 

“He found. Lady: Paget in one of the 
wards directing. the care of the 
wounded, and urged her to go with 
him without a moment’s delay. She 
declined. Sir ‘Ralph, almost in tears 
begged her to leave at once. but she 
gathered her staff together im the | 
hospital oftice and told het husband 
‘We owe too much, to these men here 
under our care to leave them now 
when they most need us.’ 

“Sir Ralph kissed her good-bye and 
sped back to! Nish.”

INSPECTION OF 
SCHOOL NURSES 


Miss Jackson son Tells Mont- 
clair Parents-Teach- 


ers Association of 
Her Work

| The Montclair Parents-Teachers’ As- 


sociation held its November meeting in 


the Montclair school on Tuesday even- 
ing. Owing to the fact that it was the 
night of the city Primaries there was 
an unusually small attendance of men. 
In the absence of the president, EL. F. 
Parlee, also the vice-president, George 
Horte, and the treasurer, James Ross, 
Mrs. Harding, the secretary opened the 
meeting. Andrew Johnson was ap- 
pointed to fill the chair pro tem. 

Miss Jackson the school nurse, gave 
the address of the evening. She said! 
that the idea of the school nurse had 
its beginning in, England in the year 
1894 but did not have its real begin- 
ning in the United States until 1993. 
At that time a hurse by the name of 
Miss Whall, saw a child playing on 
the street during school hours and in- 
quired as to the cause of the child's | 
absence from school. She found that 
the child had been excluded, from the 
scheol on account of a contagious 
skin disease and had been ont of 
school a year. Miss Whall offered her 
serviees free for a vear to the schools 
anc from that has grown up this im- 
portant work. The first year of the 
york New York city appropriated 
thirty thousand dollars with a staff of 
twenty-seven nurses. The work grew 
very rapidly until in 1914 there were 
eighty cities and towns which had 
school nurses. The idea is gaining 
ground more and more rapidly. 

Medical inspection had been begun 
in the schools several years before 
the school nurse came but it was able , 
to do very little in bettering condi- 
tions without the supplementary work 
of the nurse. 

The Quincy Women’s Club seeing 
the great need-and wishing to do 
something to celebrate its tenth anni- 
versary voted to: pay the salary of a 
school nurse for one year. 

There are a number of causes that 


make the employment of a_ school 


nurse necessary. We have changed 
from an agricultural population to a 
There is a 
changing population, the school ses- 
sion is longer, the ehild is obliged to 
go to school a larger number of years 
| and the attendance at school is com- 
pulsory. The public schools are a 
public trust and the parent has a right 
to expect his child to return in as 
good physical condition as when he 
left for school. Inmorder that this may 
be true the surrounding 
the child must be. watched. Health 
and education should go hand in hand. 

A valuable medical history of each 
ebild is compiled which may be of vi- 
tal importance to the individual in 
choosing an occupation in after life. 
For instance there is a boy who is a 
, discharged patient from Westfield. If 
that boy goes into some out door work 
he may live toold age but if he 
hecomes a granite cutter he may” be 
destined for an early death.

There are a great many children in 
the schools who have defective eye- 
sight. They see only about half of 
what they should and vet are expect- 
ed to keep up with their classes, There 
are many cases of defective hearing | 
and of adenoids. The condition of the) 
children’s teeth is very bad. She said 
she took nine children every week to 
the free dental dispensary in Boston | 
and it is possible that she will have 
the privilege of taking ten more a lit- 
tle later. This is only for those who 
could not afford to have their children 
cared for otherwise. 

The matter of pediculosis was gone 
into very carefully by Miss Jackson. 
She expiained the treatment of such 
cases. The scalp should have an ap- 
plication of crude petroleum which 
should be allowed to remain for three 
hours after which the head should be 
washed in warm soap and water. This 
shonli be done for three successive 
diys after which the hair should be 
combed with a fine tooth comb which 
has been wet with vinegar. Miss 
Jackson said there were cases where 
the child has died as the result of a 
bad case of pediculosis. The refusal 
of a parent to do anything to remedy 
this condition makes him liable to the 
jaw. The blanks which are sent out 
by the school department were shown 
and explained.

CANNED GOODS 

In buying tin-canned vegetables or 
fruits, those only should be selected 
that have a slight depression in the 
end of the can. This, by experts, if 
accepted as proof that the contents o 
the can are in proper condition. If 
the end of the can is raised or bulged 
reject it, as that is proof that the con- 
tents of the can were not heated saffi- 
ciently at the time of sealing, or that 
in the past or present they have fer- 
mented. 

If cans are ordered by the dozen the 
members of the household who inspect 
should return 
having such an appearance. 

Lead poisoning is not to be feared 
from good brands of tinned goods if 
the contents of the cans are emptied 
as soon as opened into earthenware or 
glass. 

When glass, jars are used keep the 
fruit or vegetables in them from con- 
tact with the rubber band. Though 
there is little danger from their con- 
tact, there have, it is said, been a few 
cases in which poisoning is thought 
to have been caused by chemical 
changes in the rubber when in touch 
with acid:—Boston Journal.

The great recruiting campaign recent- 
ly inaugurated by the labor leaders 
Was not merely to¥stave off threaten- 
ed conscription but to demonstrate 
that English workingmen are as loyal 
and patriotic as those of France—and 
Germany. 

The two big strikes of the last year 
—-those of the Clyde shipbuilders and 
ithe South Wales miners—and various 
smali local disputes seem justification 
tor the opinion that the average Brit- 
ish workmen is indifferent, possibly 
traitorous to his country. 

He insists that he is neither. In 
presenting the war-labor situation 
from his standpoint, has 
taken to verify the labor statements 
The first of September, 1914, English 
organized labor had declared itself 
whole-heartedly for the war. Of two 
great labor organizations: the Tracey 
Union Congress and the General 
Federation of Trade Unions, the form- 
er has three million workers and the 
latter about a miilion. Most unions 
affiliated with the Federation are also 
members of the Congress, and vice- 
versa.

A Young Pioneer In a

New Field For Women.

MISS BEULAH LIVINGSTONE. } 


Miss Beulah Livingstone enjoys the 
nnique distinction of being the first 
Woman theatrical business wanager in 
the country. 


Still a girl of twenty-five, Miss Liv- 
ingstone has forged ahezxd remarka- 


bly from a kindergarten teacher tim- 
idly venturing into the maguzines by 
composing children’s tales to a position 
of tremendous responsibility, requir- 
ing the handling of large sums of mon- 
ey and constant judgment in the writ- 
ing of all advertisements, booklets, 
ecards, designing the three 
sheets, attending to correspondence, 
paying salaries and generally running 
the business end of a play in one of 
New York city’s new theaters. 

This southern girl, with her golden 
hair and laughing eyes, is the very last 
person you would expect to find in an 
office with her own name on the door. 
She was born and educated in Georgia. 

A few years ago she went north and 
entered a normal school, later becoming 
au kindergarten teacher on the east side. 
In this corner of “the great melting 
pot” nearly every nationality was rep- 
resented. These children could not un- 
derstand, as a class, tales that the 
uverage American child can grasp. So 
she wrote her own stories aud finger 
plays. One morning the supervisor de- 
manded where she had got them, 
as she had not seen them in the other 


schools, The young pedagogue blush- 
ingly replied that she had written 


them herself. Later she sold these. 
her first “masterpieces,” to the New 
York Tribune. 

At the end of her first scribbling year 
Miss Livingstone had saved enough 
money for a trip abroad. 

Armed with letters of introduction 
to Rodina, Zuluoga, D’Annunzio, Beer- 
bohm Tree and Sir Oliver Wyndham, 
she traveled through Europe and Af- 
rica, selling her stories of a trip 
through the desert on camels. Return- 
ing home, she resigned her position as 
schooiteacher and, thrilled by her suc- 
cess at breaking into print, began free 
lance work, writing Merything from 
“how to ice cake” to stage stories. 


While in France she met Lou Tel- 


legan, Sarah Bernhardt’s leading man, 
who a&ked her to become his press 
ugent.

JURYMEN HEAR 
HER LIFE STORY 


Mrs. Burns on Witness Siand 
In Own Defense 


DID NOT SLAY HUSBAND 


Says She Had No Reason to Harm 
Him and That He Drank Poisonous 
Mixture She Had Prepared For Her- 
self—Collapses Three Times While 
Giving Testimony 


Portsmouth, N. H., Novi 23.— 
Defending herself against the charge 
that she had pojsoned her husband, 
Mrs. Mary A. Burns testified at her 
trial that she “never had any 
son to harm him,” that she poisoned 
some liquor with the intention of 
drinking it ‘herself, and that she did 
not know her husband hud drunk the 
mixture until after his death. 

Mrs. Burns reviewed the incidents 
leading up to the death of Burns on 
the morning of Dec. 22 last. Her hus- 
band drank from a bottle before they 
went to sleep, she said, and after he 
had awakened her, about 4 o'clock in 
the morning, complaining that he did 
not feel well, drank again. 

“Then he went into a doze, and 
later got up, returning to fall heavily 
on the bed;” she ‘continued. “I went 
out to send for a doctor, and when ! 
came back he had slid from the bed 
to the flocr and had his head in his 
hands. I appiied a mustard plaster, 
and when the doctor came | to!d him 
to hurry up. I was holding Frank's 
hands, and they were cold.” 

The state sprung its bombshell 
whén Mrs. Burns, weak from numer- 
ous collapses, had been on the stand 
several hours. She admitted under 
cross-examination that she had been 
named as corespondent in atienation

Athens learns that the Greek minis- 
ter in Berlin has been informed by 
the German minister for foreign alt- 
fairs that, in the event of the Serbs 
and allies being driven into Greek 
territcry, Greece must undertake to 
disarm them, 
mans and Bulgarian armies would 
be obliged to pursue their enemies 
into Greek territory. 

“The Italian minister at Athens is 
co-operating fully in all negotiations 
the British-and French legations are 
conducting with the Greek cabinet 
relative io the Balkan situation.

POSTOFFICE POINT. 


There Is No Mail Station Located on 
This Arctic Ice Pack. 

Almost due north of Bering strait is 
a point in the solid north pack that 
always extends much farther soutb 
than the pack at the eastward or at 
the westward. This point is naturally 
variable, according to the heat of the 
summer and the severity of the previ- 
ous winter, but it dues not move more 
than a few degrees. For fifty or sev- 
vnty-five years this point of ice has 
been spoken of by the arctic whale 
men as “Postoffice point.” 

This does not mean that there is a 
postoffice there. but the significance 
of the name is because the whaling 
Heets usually are divided, some ships 
xoing considerably east of Postoffice 
point and otbers west of it.. Ships 
that have been east of it cruise along 
the edge of the pack and very fre- 
quently meet ships that have been to 
the west of it. and the meeting point 
for some reasoh has always been in 
the neighborhood of Postoffice point. 
It was here therefore that the ships 
used to meet, after being separated 
for many weeks, and exchange news 
and gossip. 

The solid north pack comes pretty 
close to Point Barrow and extends in 
an irregular line from Point Barrow 
to Postoffice point. Much of this ice 
“looks ax though it bas been there 
from the year 1." as one of the whal- 
ing captains has expressed it. Bear. 
ing in mind the fact that Postoftice 
point is always to be found in ap- 
latitude and

(United Press Correspondence) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 23—Will 
Uncle Sam become Mexico's financial 
angel? This question is the absorbing 
problem involved in establishing the 
Carranza government. 

That financial help must be given 
by the United States to Mexico is ad- 
mitted by officials. The form such 
aid should take is the principal hitch. 
High State Department officials in- 
timate that the government cannot 
appear as a principal in securing 
credit for Carranza. Its moral sup- 
port, however, is assured. 

The modus operandi probably will 
be as follows: After Carranza’s ag- 
ents in New York have made guarded 
overtures to financiers for a loan. 
quiet-inquiries will be made of the 
S.ate Department if such a loan has 
the approval of the government. In- 
quiry will be made as to whether the 
U. S. would back up the loan in case

ASSERTS GERMANS 
TORPEDOED LINER 


Lack of Evidence to Suppor 
Charge of Ancona’s Captain 


Washington, Nov. 23.—A sybma- 
rine of German and not Austrian na- 
tionality sank the liner Ancona, ac- 
cording to a statement of the An- 
cona’s captain received by the state 
department from American Ambassa- 
dor Page at Rome.

AUNT JANE SAYS 


“Every now and then my moutk 
waters for an old fashioned codfish 
pie,” Aunt Jane, dusting the 
superfluous flour from her rolling pin. 
“What—you never heard of it? Well ij 
have a way all my own of making it, 


said 


for I use left-over cooked codfish, 
which, after 1 salt it, makes the best 
vie, I think. 


“T take it for granted you know how 
to make a biscuit crust. Well you 
line a deep baking dish with such a 
crust, and into-this put about 2 pint 
of your cold cooked fish, having 
previously shredded the latter, of 


course. Add a sprinkling of bread 
‘rumbs, pepper, and a small piece of 
yutter. Make a cream sauce by thick- 


ening a-pint of boiling milk with twe 
teaspoonfuls of flour, and put this into 


the dish. Break three or four eggs in- 
o the dish. 
“You simply repeat these opera 


tions, putting in as many layers of 
fish, seasoning 
ind eggs as you as the dish 
will hold, and then your top 
crust exactly as if 

an apple pie. Cuta 
top crust to let out the air, and bake 
until the crust is a delicate brown.” 

“T see the wholesale fish dealeys of 
Boston are looking fora new name 
hake,” said Aunt Jane, folding up 
the evening paper, “and a very 
idea it is. Down in Maine, hake is 
highly esteemed and rightly but 
eiseWhere, its gdod qualities 
»verloked, and there’s no doubt 
name has a good deai to do with it. 

“In making 
hake. | get a fish weighing 
three pounds, and have the dealer re- 
move the head, tail, skin and 
bone, so that I get two solid filets or 
slices of fish. 

“I put three slices of fat salt pork 
into the bottom of my baking pan, and 
on these place one of the fiiets of 
hake, sprinkling the fish with salt an 
pepper. I mix acup of soft bread 
crumbs, a little salt, a quarter of a 
cup of melted butter, and spread this 
over the fish. 

“Then I put in the other filet of 
nake, sprinkle it with salt and pepper 
and place several slices of fat pork 
on it. 1 bake this for a half hour. 

“A few minutes before it is done, 1 
remove the pork and scatter half a 
cup of cracker crumbs over the, fish. 
then I replace the pork, and brown 
the whole in the oven.

And when I 
have folks to dine who don’t like the 
name of hake, I call it “Lilly fish 
loaf.’” 

“Catfish is a variety of seafood that 
very few people know = anything 
about, and yet they are -excellent eat- 
ing,” said Aunt Jane.

They should be thoroughly 
washed, and the heads and tails cut 
off. Remove the upper part of the 
backbone, and score them along the 
back with deep gashes. Dredge them

How Dollar Sign as ‘World Stand- 


ard Would Save American’s 
Money 


(United Press Correspondence) 

New York, Nov. 26—How a great 
deal of money will be saved to Amer- 
ican manufacturers if victory crowns 
the newly begun battle of American 
bankers to make the American dol- 
lar, instead of the British pound ster- 


ling, the financial standard for world! 


trade, was explained to the United 
Press today by Max May, foreign ex- 
change expert and vice president of 
the Guaranty Trust company. 

Since time out of mind the pound 
sterling has been the world’s exchanze 
market standard. This was because 
Great Britain was considered a finan- 
cial Gibraltar. Britain's vayying war 
fortunes have unsettled the pound 
sterling, however, and it has been 
wobbling up and down in value almost 
every day. In other words, a pound’s 
worth of American goods today may 
not be a pound’s worth of American 
goods tomorrow. 

“If the exchange 
stable,” said Mr. May, “American ex 
porters wou!d be able to protect them- 
selves by knowing what prices to 
juote on their products. 

“As it is, if a cotton man in the 
south sells a million dollars worth of 
his product to an English firm, on 96 
lays’ credit, he quoles a price based 
wm the prevaNing exchange rate.

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AUTOMOBILE THAT RUNS AWAY 
The speeding automobile _ that 
smashes something and skips before 
its number is discovered, is common. 
The chances for a successful escape 
are fairly good. In case of accident, 
people are often too confused to look 
at or remember numbers correctly. 

The danger from reckless automo- 
bile driving increases, and many ex- 
isting provisions of law have become 
out of date. Probably the. number 
plates for cars should be made larger 
so as to be read more easily. In some 
states the idea of separating the first 
two numerals by a dash from those 
following is tried and seems to make 
a number read more easily. 

The idea shouid be drilled into the 
public mind, particularly into all who 
use motor cars, that a quick reading 
of the number of an offending ma- 
chine is one protection and means of 
redress. The machine that smashes 
into your unofftending car may come 
from a thousand miles distant. The 
chances are a hundred to one that it 
is a stranger whom you never saw. 
The car number is the one tie binding 
him to justice and the law of the land. 
Don't let that string slip out of your 
fingers. 

The number plates of the different 
state should look as diverse as possi- 
bie, so that the license of almost any 
nearby state could be recognized by 
the colors, shape, or size of the plate. 
These differences exist to a degree. 


But by consultation among the licens- | 


ing authorities, greater variations 
could be secured so that the plates of 
different states could be better distin- 
guished. 

It shocks one’s faith in human na- 
ture to read of some things that hap- 
pen on the road. Carelessly to run 
down an unoffending person is bad 
enough. But to commit that act, and 
then to run without offering assis- 
tance, is about the most sneaking act 
imaginable. The law should make 
a clear distinction between the motor- 
ist who stops and helps and the one 
who runs. If a few of those fellows 
could be severeiy punished, others 
of the same breed would conclude 
that it is better to stop than to run. 

DISHONEST ADVERTISING 

The Federal Trede Commission has 
taken up the matter of dishonest ad- 
vertising on representation of the 
Associated Advertising Clubs. Presi- 
dent H. S. Houston of the clubs 
arsued before the Commission a few 
days ago, that such advertising is un- 
fair competition, and hence comes 
under the commission's jurisdiction. 

Merchants used to argue that the 
public discounted their statements 
ang they had to paint the thing in 
high coiors to attract attention. This 
style of advertising is getting obso- 
lete. 

Modern advertising authorities urge 
plain statements of fact and figures, 
with the effort to give an impression 
of trank sincerity. 


Wild cat mining stocks and busi- 
ness enterprises, impossible cures 
for disease, there is still a lot of 


that sort of thing that hurts the whole 
adyertising business. Local journals 
depending on their home constituen- 
cies use but little of this stuff. They 
are too close to the public, and would 
be affected too quickly by the losses 
of people deluged by these deceptions. 
It would be a boon to the legitimate 
newspaper business if all these fakes 
could be cleaned out.

HORSE IS ON _ 
THRONE AGAIN 


(United Press Correspondence) 

Chicago, Nov. 27—Chicago today is 
the greatest horse market in the 
world. More than 100,000 horses have 
sold for $12,000,000 through the local 
market in the last six months. ‘The 
European war’s demand for artillery 
and cavalry mounts is responsible for 
ihis return of King Horse to the 
throne from -which the’ automobile 
spilled him. 

Demands from Mexico have added 
not a little to the business in horses 
here. At first, agents for the Europ- 
ean governments were secretive about 
purchases. Everyone knew horses 
were being bought but few persons 
ever saw the agents. It was while the 
allies’ agents were buying incognito 
that the record sale of 7031 hoftses in 
one.week was made, in November, 
1914. Now the agents guy openly. 
During the week ending sa 6, 
5,000 horses were sold. In the same 
period 2 yeays ago 829 horses was 
considered a good number to sell per 
week. From 3,000 to 4,000 horses 
sold weekly these-Gays, is an average. 

The horses bring $120 to $240 a 
head; $250 being paid for ~artillery 
horses. -Draft horses sell for from 
$200 to $300 a head; $360 being paid 
for horses of between 1,550 to 1,759

A Retreat For the Kiddies.

Children 


Most mothers and housekeepers 
should give much more time than they 
ilo to the study of what is the right 
food for their children. It is a fore- 
gone conclusion that the young child 
needs plenty of pure, rich milk, but 
‘the time comes when milk should be 
supplemented by other food. Many 
mothers err in one of two directions, 
either in depriving their children of 
simple nourishing food, which is so nec- 
essary to the building up of nerves and 
muscle, or in overfeeding their young- 
sters. 

When your child reaches the age of 
fifteen months it is extremely impor- 
tant that be bas three good meals a 
day, with a glass of milk between din- 
ner and supper and at bedtime. 

Breakfast may be Served at 8 o'clock. 
It may include stewed fruit or orange 
juice, cereal, an.egg, bread and butter 
and milk. 

Your child. should have his chief 
meal between 12 and 1. This should 
include a meat or vegetable soup, a 
small amount of meat, a chop or small 
piece of rare steak shredded, baked po- 
tatoes, two vegetables and a simple 
dessert.

Cereal. Alternate, Soft Boiled or Poached 
DEE. 

Bread and Butter or Toast. 

Milk or Weak Cocoa.

After your child is a year old you 
can continue the usual amount of milk 
you are accustomed giving him, but it 
is no less important that he have a 
mixed diet.

Knitted Sweater For Delly That Small 
Girls Can Make.

life. Here is a simple direction for 
making a knitted sweater for dolly, a 
task that will be quite to the fancy 
of the youthful knitter. Incidentally 
she will learn a lot about knitting. 
Use one hank of Shetland wool in 
any pretty color and a pair of knitting 
needles about No. 5 size. Cast on twen- 
ty stitches for the back of the sweater 
and knit twenty ribs. Then cast on 


ten more stitches, knit across and cast 7 


on ten at the opposite side. You have 
on the needle now forty stitches, which 
gives the width from sleeve edge to 
sleeve edge. When you have knif ten 
ribs the sleeves will be finished up as 
far as the shoulder ine. About eight 


| stitches may be bound off for the back 


of the neck. Eight stitches from the 
forty on the needle leaves thirty-two 
stitches. So when you have knit balf 
of the thirty-two or sixteen stitches 
bind off cight for the neck and con- 
tinue to knit across the remaining 
sixteen stitches. 

You must now abandon work -on the 
whole sweater and finish , each front 
separately. To do this slip off the six- 
teen stitches on the opposite side of 
the boand off portion on a big safety 
pin and fasten securely. Take the 
empty needic and commence knitting 
where the end of your worsted is. 
Knit as far as the bound off place and 
hack twice, which will give you-two 
ribs tor the shoulder. Now cast on 


six stitches te make the front wide 


enoveh and knit across the twenty-two 
stitches for ten rows. This completes 
the sleeve. Bind off under the sleeve 
for ten stitches (the original number 
you cast on for the sleeve) and then 
knit acress and across, straight down 
the front until the front is as long as 
the back. Finish the opposite front in 
the same way and sew up the under- 
arm seams with a bit of worsted. 
Cuffs may be knitted on the sleeves, if 
desired, and even a little collar added.

Is the Dugong or Sea Cow.

he American Museum of Natural 
History, New York city, recently in- 
stalled us a new exhibit a specimen of 
a dugong, or sea-cow.\In general ap- 
pearance the dugong résembles the fa- 
miliar seal, but has no bair on the 
body and is more nearly rejated to the 
porpoises and whales; nevertheless it is 
a warm blooded animal. The present 
specimen is nearly seven feet long and 
is the only one of its kind known to be 
preserved in any museum of\ the west- 
ern hemisphere. 
This animal is found on the shores 
of the Indian ocean, fifteen degrees 


on each side of the equator, from East) 


Africa to Australia, and also in. the 
Red sea. It is a marine animal which 
never ascends the rivers, its food con- 
sisting chiefly of seaweed and the 
algae found in the water. Years ago it 
was reported to have been found in 
large herds of several hundred individ- 
uals and to have been so fearless as to 
allow itself to be touched with the 
hand of man. \ 

The flesh of the young dugong has 
been compared with pork, beef and 
‘veal, but the old animals are tougher 
and not sé highly prized. The skin is 
smooth and thick; the upper lip is 
large and thick and covers prominent 
incisors, forming a 
something like the trunk of an elephant 
cut short across. The eyes are very 
small and are supplied with a third 
lid, which closes horizontally across the 
eye. 

To its habit of raising its round head 
out.of the water and of its great affec. 
tion for its young, which it carries un- 
der the fore fin, seems to have arisen 
the legend of the*mermaid, in allusion 
to which the name sirenia was given ta 
this order of mammals.

Amateur Chemists Should Fight 
Shy of Dabbling In Them. 


SCIENCE IN THEIR MAKING. 


These Terribly Destructive Agents Are 
the Outcome of Serious Research 
Work—Smokeless Powders and How 
They Are Produced. 


A word of caution to amateurs who 
wish to experiment With high explo- 
sives—don't. The manufacture of high 
explosives is now a highly specialized 
branch of chemistry and chemical en- 
gineering, and great technical knowl- 
edge and experience are necessary if 
one wishes to go through life whole. 
Another caution—not one of the present 
explosive compounds has been discov- 
ered and made practical by an ama- 
teur; they are as much a growth of 
scientific research as is the mannfac- ; 
ture of aniline dyes. 

The bases of the most terribly de- 
structive explosives, are very innocent 
substances themselves and of high im- 
portance in the arts of peace. Cotton 
and glycerin are the tWo most impor- 
tant raw materials used for high ex- 
plosives; next come phenols, bemnzol, 
toluol, etc. Cotton is by far the most 
important, as its nitro compounds are 
the base of all smokeless powders used 
in cannon and rifles and explosive 
shells and torpedo heads, 

Smokeless powder is now the most} 
important military product of guncot- 
ton and nitroglycerin. « Broadly speak- 
ing, smokeless powder is a is, aang 
form of guncotton or guncotton and 
nitroglycerin in varying phos xa 
with small proportions of other sub- 
Stances to modify its action or to stab- 
ilize it. The general method of mak- 
ing each of the two types is as fol-! 
lows: Guncotton powders are made by 
dissolving a mixture of dinitro and tri- 
nitrocellulose in a mixture of alcohol 
and ether, working the mass until a 
plastic jelly is formed and then work- 
ing this up with its other ingredients 
and finally pressing the mass into 
threads and cylinders or cutting up 
sheets of it to make small grains. 

Smokeless powder for big guns and 
smaller rifled cannon is usually made | 
in the form of perforated cylinders of | 
varying sizes by forcing the plastie 
mass through dies. These cylinders are 
from an eighth of an inch to an inch 
In thickness and from half an inch to 
two inches long, the Size and number | 
of perforations varying with the size | 
of the gun for which intended. The} 
cylinders are perforated so that the | 
flame from the combustion can burn | 
them more evenly, thus securing uni- | 
form pressure in the gun and its maxt- 
mum effect, 

Smokeless powders are exploded by | 
direct flame, from a friction or electric 
primer, the combustion being almost 
instantaneous. Set afire in open air! 
smokeless powders burn fiercely, but 
without explosion. Unless badly de- 
teriorated by age and consequent 
formation of excess of free acids, 
smokeless powder seldom explodes ‘by | 
concussion.

fact, all smokeless powders have these 
defects. The perfect smokeless pow- 
der is yet to bé invented, and mean- 
while those who handle and store it 
mest keep a constant wateh for signs 
of deterioration and consequent liabil- 
ity to spontaneous explosion. 

The most stable and effective typeof 
smokeless powder is the English “cord- 
ite,” so called because melded into 
strips or cords 6f varying length and 
diameter. The new type cordite is 
composed of approximately 65 parts of 
trinitrocellulose, thirty parts of nitro- 
glycerin and five parts of mineral jelly 
or petrolatum, acetone being used for 
making the Jelly and dissolving the al- 
trogelatin formed. 

Originally petrolatum was added to 
cordite with the idea that it would less- 
en the erosion of the charge on the 
rifling of the gun. Later it was discov- 
ered that the petrolatum acted as an 
nimost perfect stabilizer by preventing 
oxidation mechanically. Cordite for- 
merly contained a higher proportion of 
nitroglycerin, but this formula has been 
nbandoned for the later one, as the old 
powder was too subject to decompost- 
tion, 

‘Blasting gelatin is similar in compo- 
sition to this type of smokeless pow- 
@er and is made by dissolving guncot- 
ton in nitroglycerin, the proportions of 
each varying as to the elass and uses 
of the explosive. In all smokeless 
powders effort is made to retain some 
of the solvent used, as this makes it 
safer to handle and more uniform in 
composition. Camphor and similar 
substances are sometimes added as 
stabilizers.—American Druggist.

Dygiene and 
Good Realth 


Some startling theories have of late 
been brought out us to the part played 
by bad teeth upon the welfare of the 
human race’ It is indeed about time 
that people were made to realize the 
importance of sound teeth and the 
proper care of decayed teeth. In no 
line of physical development is the 
vunce of prevention of more impor- 
tance than in the mouth. 

Not only is an unclean mouth a har- 
borage for germs of any and all de- 
scriptions, but many authorities now 
claim that defective teeth result in 
moral turpitude as well as in physical 
diseases. ‘This is by no means impos- 
sible, for since degenerates are usual- 
ly found to have been the victims of 
improper nourishment as well as 
wrong influences which might not 
have harmed them had they been right- 
ly built up mentally and plysically, 
what can be more to blame than the 
teeth which, being decayed, could not 
properly masticate the feod which 
passed through the mouth? 

If poor teeth can cause disease’s en- 
trance to the heart, lungs, digestive 
tract and the like it is sufe to assume 
that the malnutrition and infection will 
affect the brain @s well. 

Therefore look to the children’s teeth 
from the moment they are born, and 
before that see that the parents own 
teeth are well looked after as well. 
Phe example set by indifferent parents 
to their own mouths is not apt to en- 
courage the youngsters to be careful. 
Do not think that the first teeth can 
be neglected because they are to come 
out. The second teeth mature so close 
in proximity to the roots of the first 
crop that the @ecay and infection of 
the first teeth cau easily be trausmit- 
ted to the second teeth beneath. 

Before the baby has any teeth at all 
the little mouth should be wiped out 
xvently but theroughly morning and 
evening with a soft rag or piece of 
cotton wrapped around the mother's 
finger wet with a solution of weak 
poracic ucid—one teaspoonful of pow- 
der to a pint of boiling water. Small 
pieces of rag are preferable because 
they do not shed small particles as 
cotton is apt to do, but in either case 
what is once used should be thrown 
away and fresh prepared for the next 
time. , 

When a child & old enough to use a 
brush and powder gfeach him to brush 
. his teeth regularly every day after 
breakfast and at bedtime, with dental 
floss added, as soon as he can manipu- 
late it. .

| SQUINTING AT THE STARS. 


tt Helps the Astronomer In Calculating 
Their Distances, 

While lecturing recently te-an audi- 
ence of children at the Royal institu. 
tion, London, Professor H. H. Turner 
| explained bow astronomers measure the 
distances of the sun. moon and stars 

The importance of a squint was ex 
plained with the uid of a match and a 
clgar, Putting the cigar in his mouth 
and lighting the Match, he told them it 

was by squinting that he judged the 
distance at which to hold it. 

Then, taking another cigar, which 
was about twelve inches In length, he 
explained how in that case it was not 
necessary to squint so~much, as the 
point of distance to be measured by the 
eyes was further away. 

This was done to illustrate the fact 
that, just us the brain calculates the 
distances of things seen by menns of 
the angle of the squint. so astronomers 
tell the distance of the stars by reckon- 
ing the amount of “squint” involved 

when looking at them. 

Two telescopes are placed apart atan 
exactly measured distance. The astron- 
omer then looks through the two tel- 
escopes at the same time and, having 
Kot them to the angle at which he cap 

| See the particular star, just reckons up 
the amount of “squint” and reels it off 
‘n millions of miles.—Boston Herald. 


How to Fringe.

Room for 
| Daughter 


In’ the average home the only room 
which the daughter of the house can 
tlaim as her own is her bedroom. 

This should be as dainty as possible, 
bignifying girlhood in all its freshness 
and beauty, Unfortunately many girls 
believe that daintiness costs money 
and pass it by on the plea of a small 
pocketbook. Daintiness,.as a matter 
of fact, can be achieved for a very 
small amount of money, provided one 
is willing to spend some time and not 
a little thought on the decoration of 
one’s bedroom. 

Pink and blue have been the colors 
long honored as the young girl's, but 
the young person of decided character! 
who feels that these pale tints do not 
refiect her vivid personality may choose 
in these very modern times cubist and 
futurist colorings and, with the aid of 
some of the new and artistic chintzes, 
may achieve a very stunning effect. 

The furniture par excellence for the 
girl's room is finished in white enamel, 
and if you are not fortunate enough 
to possess this sort you can easily 
change what you have at hand by a 
can of white paint and one of white 
enamel, Painting is by no means easy 
work, but it is work which many a girl 
has accomplished successfully at home. 
It will be necessary first to purchase 
a can of paint remover so as to take 
off as much as possible of the original 
stain. Then give the pieces of fur-| 
niture two or even three coats of 
white or cream paint and finally one of 
white or cream enamel. This should 
be allowed to dry thoroughly before an 
attempt to use it is made. 

Now, if your bed is a wooden one 
you can preduce a very quaint effect 
by pasting over the head and base 
boards chintz in a pretty design. This 
should be cut to fit the boards exactly 
and edged with braid to match the 
chintz, the whole being glued flat on 
to the head and base boards, or brass, 
headed tacks placed at one inch inter 
vals can be used to hold the chintz 
Some girls have created a very pretty 
effect by cutting out flowers or birds 
from chintz and pasting these designs 
at conventional intervals on the base 
and head boards. 

The dressing table can be made very 
pretty by the aid of chintz, and if yor 
want a dressing table don’t despair. 
Just make one. “How?” perhaps you 
ask. It is really the easiest thing in 
the world. If there is a fair sized ta 
ble somewhere in the house which is 
not used for any particular purpose 
elaim it as your own and use this as 
the foundation for your dressing table 
First it must be coated with white on 
cleam paint or enamel. Then fit a cov 
er of the chintz over the top and sew 
a ruffle of the same around this flat 
cover. The ruf®e should be only threc 
or four inches long and should be quite 
full, so that it will frill prettily. Over 
the top of the table should be placed 
a thick piece of glass, which you can 
purchase and have cut to fit at any 
glazier’s. This will. be the most ex 
pensive item in the making of the 
dressing table—it will probably cost $4 
or $5—but this money will be well ex 
pended, for it saves the top of the ta 
ble and the chintz from dirt and wear 

Now comes: the question of the mir) 
ror over the table In the basement 
of any of the big department stores a 
cheap mirrer can be purchased fot 
$1.50 or $2. This will have a brown 
or imitation mahogany frame and will 
not be a thing of beauty. But the glass 
will be fairly good, and the frame can 
be covered. Remove the nails which 
hold the back of the glass and the front 
of it togethe*, take off the frame and 
cover neatly with the chintz, gluing 
it flat to the surface and allowing an 
inch or two to overlap to the back on 
either side. When this is quite dry put 
back on the gluss and fasten the back 
to the front with the nails which were 
removed previously. Hang over the 
mirror and complefe the charming ef 
fect by purchasing two white enamel 
candlesticks which should be topped by 
aainty shades made from the chintz. 

To carry out the eolor scheme drape 
the windows with thin silk mull in a 
white or cream shede, at 25 cents a 
yard, and sew a band of chintz to the 
edge of the curtains, or use the mull 
curtains plain, edging with a bit of 
lace, and introduce the chintz effect in 
a short valance at the top of the win 
dow. Do not, however, leave over cur. 
tains of the chintz. They shut out too 
much light and air, and a bedroom 
needs as much of these as possible.

spectacle and I wonder that he has 
the audacity to appeal to the citi- 
zens for support when his own hench- 
men will not trust him,” declared 
the Mayor. 

The meeting in Franklin hall wes 
a real surprise to the Campbell sup- 
porters. It was even larger than the 
one in the campaign last year. Al- 
exander Falconer was the presiding 
officer and the other speakers were 
Alexander Cowe, R. H. Barnes and 
John L. Hamilton. Mayor Campbell 
later talked to the Carpenters’ union 
in Grand Army hall where he was 
greeted by a large crowd. At Frank- 
lin hall he said in part: 

“I have not come here to tell you 
of any material change in my views 
regarding the administration of this 
city. If you remember my talk to 
the citizens of this ward one year 
ago you will go away this evening 
impressed with the idea that I have 
no change of front except to say that 
one year is too short a time for 4 
mayor to smoothe out all the wrinkles 
and put into operation the many. 
many things that he believes will 
work out to the great good of the 
whole people. 

“I come here to cay that I have 
giyen you the best that is in me, that 
in presenting an account of mv 
stewardship that I honestly feel that 
I have done much good for the city. 
By this I do not mean that my admin- 
istration has been a perfect one. I 
have made some mistakes but they 
were the result of an honest en- 
deavor to improve. 

“I made no pledges last year and 
have none to make this year despite 
the fact that Mr. Bates, the guaran- 
tee candidate is promising the ridicu- 
lous low tax rate of $18 and a lot of 
other political bunk that goes with 
his socialistic platform. He prom- 
ises to clean city Hall out if he gets 
elected.
